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Citrus by Mail 


Sending citrus by parcel post is a proposed project re- 
ceiving the attention of officials. 

It has been revealed there are 16,000 communities en- 
tirely omitted from the present system of citrus distribu- 
tion. Under a revised parcel post zone system for citrus 
fruit, a flat rate might be charged to several key distribu- 

’ tion centers in three large zones. From these key cities, 
parcel post and private truck shipments could put every 


storekeeper in the nation within reach of the California 
: product.

Added features of parcel post shipments would be 

saving on car icing and a wider distribution. However, 
i the plan is nebulous in the present stage, since many 
unknown factors enter into the complex picture, includ- 
ing the necessity of securing necessary legislation per- 
mitting revision of rate structures. 
: Railway companies are paid $202.50 for a 500-mile 
haul of a 60-foot storage car by the postal department 
i for parcel post facilities. The same payment is made 
for the return of the car, whether full or empty.
